he business character of Olive street between the Porter- 
ville city line and Newcomb should be maintained and further 
implemented when the street is improved. 

If this is the basic premise, and we believe it should be, 
then the question of a raised divider strip, for instance, is answer- 
ed by an appraisal of what such a strip would do to a business 
street. 


If it was possible to break the raised divider. at each inter- 
section, then it might be an asset; but in the case of Olive, most 
cross streets jog so that intersections are not square, thus prob- 
ably making short sections of raised divider impractical. 

_ And most certainly it would not be to the advantage of 
business establishments to have long sections of a raised divider 
strip — say half-mile sections, with street design and traffic con- 
trok methods established for high-speed, freeway-type of travel. 

Basically, the design of the new Olive street is a highway 
engineering problem, and that problem need cause no further 
concern provided the basic concept of the street is accepted — 
the concept of a business street. This concept should apply as 
far west as Newcomb; from there on the problem changes. 

One further point — there should be close coordination be- 
tween the county of Tulare, and any other agencies involved in 
improvement of Olive, with property owners along Olive. Pol- 
icy of agencies of government should be one of continuing co- 
operation, not one of arbitrary decisions rammed down the 
throats of property owners. 

With the basic business concept for Olive, and with some 
friendly, cooperative advance planning, the Olive street project 

can be moved along fast, as it should be.

Verticillium Wilt In Olives Is 
Subject Of Lindsay Meeting Aug. 8 


LINDSAY, July 25—The prob-'infection in young olive trees. 


Dr. Bruce Taylor, who has studied 
the disease in stone fruits in Aus- 
tralia, is doing the field work 
here. His previous investigations 
on the disease in other trees 
showed that the Verticillium fun- 
gus: dies out in the wood or be- 
comes inactive early in the sum- 
mer months, or even before the 
onset of disease symptoms. This 
means that for the disease to ap- 
pear year after year, continual 
reinfection through the root sys- 
tem must take place. Should 
these studies show the olive to 
behave similarly, it would appear

PORTERVILLE 
CITY LIBRARY 


Because recent magazine treat- 
ments of the new West, particu- 
larly California, have been, for 
the most part, haphazard, shallow, 
or distorted, the following book 
is particularly important. WEST- 
WARD TILT, by Neil Morgan, 
makes a careful, perceptive ap- 
praisal of eleven Western states, 
the area called, in his subtitle, 
The American West Today. We 
who live here need this book quite 
as much as the: provincial New 
Yorker. Because we are in the 
midst of the excitement, we do not 
take time to evaluate and under- 
stand just what is happening, in 
this, the greatest migration in his- 
tory. This migration is by no 
means finished, but the phenom- 
enon can only be controlled if 
good sense and good leadership 
are applied. To date, these have 
been only occasionally available. 

Neil Morgan is optimistic in 
thinking the West can digest its 
new population, if today’s stodgy 
concepts of ‘how things used to be 
done are thrown overboard. Strik- 
ing examples of the trend towards 
chaos are given; splinter planning 
commissions in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, with its 73 incorporated cities 
that seem to plan against one an- 
other; the San Francisco Bay 
area, with its nine-county, 85 
municipal authorities falling all 
over themselves, and rarely agree- 
ing on anything. This book is 
exciting reading, for Morgan is 
first of all a reporter. He gives 
us a fresh and important view of 
the New West, the America of to- 
morrow. 

An introduction to the maritime 
history of the port of San Fran- 
cisco provides colorful reading. 
HERE. IS THE GOLDEN GATE, 
by Neill C. Wilson, is a fine addi- 
tion to the many books written 
about San Francisco. As one of 
the world’s great ports, the tales 
about it cannot help but fascinate. 
The sea rovers of the 16th and 
17th centuries, Harry Mieggs of 
Miegges Wharf, and filibuster Wil- 
liam Walker, ships like the Fly- 
ing Cloud and stories of daring 
sea rescue — are all included. The 
history of Alcatraz Island provides 
a fascinating story of its own. All 
in all this is a book worth read- 
ing. 

Two volumes in the TutorText 
series have just been received. 
The TutorText method of pro- 
grammed instruction is a new ap- 
proach to self teaching. EFFEC- 
TIVE WRITING by Kellogg Smith 
will help you to tell when a par- 
ticiple is dangling, or a phrase re- 
dundant.

WE QUESTION the stand of the 
Porterville Safety Council on re- 
quested elimination of the small 
observation area on highway 190 
overlooking Success lake. The re- 
quest was made after a recent 
fatal accident in which a small 
child ran from the observation 
area into the path of a car on 
highway 190.) Sad as this sort 
of accident is, we are of the opin- 
ion that safety lies not in cutting 
down on parking areas along the 
Lake Success section of highway, 
but rather in providing more and 
better parking areas ... Traffic 
is often heavy, and slow, in the 
vicinity of the lake; fishermen 
park beside the road; folks pull 
off to the side of the road to 
watch boats and water skiers roar 
up the south fork of the Tule; it 
appears that a party of people, 
travelling in several cars, drag- 
ging boats behind them, often 
stop along the highway for a gen- 
eral confab... In short, this sec- 
tion of highway becomes danger- 
ous because of the character of its 
use, particularly on weekends. If 
this is going to continue to be the 
use, then better provisions for 
parking, for turnouts, should be 
made ... Alternative would be 
to allow no parking or turnouts, 
except at the large observation 
point, for a section of about a mile 
and a half; to enforce such regu- 
lations would require virtually 
full-time officers on weekends and 
holidays ... We think the better 
solution is to make this section of 
highway safer through more ade- 
quate roadside parking ... Of 
course there is nothing that can 
be done that will guarantee com- 
plete safety for everyone under all

Grape Mealybug 
Control Necessary 
In Some Vineyards 


VISALIA, July 25 — Grape 
mealybug crawlers first appeared 
in Tulare county vineyards during 
the second week in July, a good 
two weeks later than their nor- 
mal appearance. Fred Jensen, 
farm advisor, says that the popu- 
lations generally appear quite 
low so that little treatment ap- 
pears necessary. 

“Control may still be necessary 
in a few vineyards. Two per cent 
parathion dust applied at a rate 
of 35 pounds per acre was former- 
ly effective in giving seasonal 
fruit protection, but has given 
little control in most areas of Tu- 
lare county the last year or two. 

Parathion sprays are now em- 
ployed inatead of dusts. The 
sprays do leave some visible resi- 
due; this. has sometimes been a 
problem in reducing the grade of 
table grapes. Flowable (water 
based emulsion) formulations of 
parathion give much less visible 
residue on the fruit, and are pre- 
ferred over wettable powders on 
this account. 

Dosages suggested are one pint 
per hundred gallons of the four 
pound per gallon flowable concen- 
trate or two pounds per 100 of 
the 25 per cent wettable powder. 
Apply about 300 gallons per acre 
directing the spray toward the 
cluster area. Treatment should 
coincide with the hatch, since 
only the young mealybug are easy 
to kill.

IN THE MINDS OF MANY, this 
proposition represented a great! 
step in educational circles here- 
abouts, not forward. Still, there 
is another segment of citizens in 
the community who preface all 
their remarks about education 
thusly: “By Gad, when I was a 
kid, .we didn’t have buses and 
frills and films and games. We 
just stuck to the good old three 
R’s’. There is a magic in this 
talk that seems to hypnotize the 
speaker, if not the listener. 

THE INFERENCE IS PLAIN. 
We can have technological prog- 
ress right down the line; better 
cars, better appliances, better rec- 
reation if you will, but the school- 
ing of 30 or 40 years ago somehow 
represents the golden age of edu- 
cation to this mentality. Some- 
how, I don’t buy this. In spite of 
many mistakes, I feel schools to- 
day, given the wherewithal, do a 
better job than they did many 
years ago. There is much more 
content and balance for the chil- 
dren today than there was then. 

THE SCHOOL BOARD WAS as- 
sured some time back by the tax- 
payers group, that more State 
money would be forthcoming. Ap- 
parently, the legislators n Sacra- 
mento didn’t get this message, be-

while school boards burned. The 
apportionment is not up. Instead 
it does not yet exist, so even the 
basic Austerity budget of the lo- 
cal board is about one part fact 
and three parts hope. 

WHEN THE FINAL BUDGET 
is held next month, further dele- 
tions can be made. One money 
saving device is to overload class- 
rooms. This raises the ratio of 
pupil to teacher, and of course re- 
duces the ratio of learning in pro- 
portion. The board is down to 
the point even of wondering whe- 
ther to repair a leaky roof on one 
of the buildings. If more money 
is not forthcoming, they can hope 
for a dry winter or buy a few 
pails. Each rain, the class mem- 
bers can man the pails and learn 
about water conservation. Some 
prospect, we say. 

FRANKLY, BHCAUSE OF the 
economic squeeze caused by rising 
costs out-stripping relative in- 
come, the Elementary schools 
have less to offer in balanced cur- 
riculum and content than at any 
time in the last 25 years. They 
are progressing steadily backwards 
to “‘the good old days’. Thought- 
ful citizens of the community 
should think on these things. 
When a school system is short of 
money, it. is the children who are 
short-changed. This is hardly a 
credit to our town.

VISALIA, July 25 — Because 


of low leafhopper populations in 
May, a number of Tulare county 
vineyards were left untreated. The 
second brood nymphs, which be- 
gan appearing the second week in 
July, will require control in many} 
of the vineyards. ; 

Beginning with the appearance. 
of these second brood nymphs, a 
continuous hatch takes place un- 
til about the end of September. If 
treatment appears necessary be- 
fore the end of the season, apply 
the insecticide during July or 
early August. After this time, 
the leafhoppers become difficult 
to kill and reduction of the popu- 
lation requires repeated applica- 
tion. 

Thiodan ig the preferred insect- 
icide for most of Tulare county. 
Apply five per cent dust at a rate 
of 20-30 pounds per acre or a 
spray containing one pound of 50 
per cent wettable Thiodan per 
100 at a rate of 200-300 gallons 
per acre. In the southern portion 
of the county, Sevin has still been 
producing good controls. 

Last year, after early August, 
neither Thiodan nor Sevin gave 
good control. Dibrom dust was 
then employed for the remainder 
of the season. Because of the very 
short residual effect, repeated ap- 
plications are often necessary with 
this material.
